Girouard and Gordon vie for state rep. seat

WILMINGTON — Amid 
the fireworks and freakish 
revelations concerning next 
week’s: Presidential elec- 
tion,. it. could be easy to for- 
get about the local races 
and ballot questions that 
will’ have an immediate 
impact on voters’ lives. 
Next week, Wilmington vot- 


ers in Precinct 3 will weigh 
in on the rematch between 
State Representative Ken 
Gordon and challenger Paul 
Girouard. 

Democratic state Rep. 
Gordon is a representative 
in the 21st Middlesex dis- 
trict, which encompasses 
Bedford, Burlington, and 
Precinct 3 in Wilmington. 
Currently in his second 
term, Gordon narrowly de- 
feated Republic Girouard in

: WILMINGTON — School 
Committee member Mar- 
garet Kane is “horrified” by 
‘the lack of a librarian at the 
Wilmington Middle School 
and pledged her support for

Kane’s remarks came fol- 

lowing a presentation on the 
. current state of libraries in 
- the Wilmington Public School 

district at a recent School 

Committee meeting. 

During the budgeting pro- 
cess for the 2016-2017 school 
year, the position of librari- 
an at the Wilmington Middle 
School. was “excessed” and 
the money redistributed to 
the Student Support Center. 

“During the FY17 budget 

' process, the importance of 
providing social and emo- 
tional support at the Middle 
School was becoming a pri- 
ority due to the numerous 
hoSpitalizations and other 


diagnoses of the students,” 
explained Anne-Marie Fiore. 
“Mental health definitely 
became a priority.” 

The position is currently 
being covered by parent vol- 
unteers. The library curricu- 
lum is being taught by Tech- 
nology Integration Special- 
ist Brenda Lamauno. 

“Not having a librarian-has 
impacted our program on 
both levels,” said Library 
Coordinator Heather Peachy. 
“There is a definite hole in 
the Middle School now... It’s 
definitely affected our pro- 
gram.” 

Kane, a former English 
teacher and current Presi- 
dent of the Friends of the 
Local Library, was particu- 
larly aghast at the dimin- 
ished state of the library. 

“T have to say, especially 
having a grandchild at the 
Middle School, I was horri- 
fied about what happened to 
the library,” she said.

Palmer retires from 
Wilmington PD

WILMINGTON — Eric 
Palmer retired from the 
Wilmington Police Depart- 
ment on Friday, Oct. 21 after 
19 years of service. 

Palmer began working at 
the ;Wilmington Police De- 
partment in 1997. He joined 
the..Marines out of high 
school for five years. 

Palmer said he retired so 
soon.because he bought 
back.four years of military 
time by paying one year of 

,gamtermittent time. He added 
intermittent time is when an 
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officer is waiting to become 
full-time. He served one year 
of intermittent time in 1999. 
He said an officer needs at 
least 20 years to retire. 

He said he wanted to follow 
in the footsteps of his father, 
who rose to the rank of lieu- 
tenant in the Wilmington Po- 
lice Department. 

“T was a police K-9 han- 
dler,” Palmer said. He work- 
ed with three dogs as an offi- 
cer — Kimo, from 2004-2010; 
Ronin, for one year; and 
Ridic, from 2012 until Pal- 
mer retired. 

Kimo, a German shepherd, 
was put down after being un- 
able to use his back legs. 
Palmer said Kimo was diag- 
nosed with Degenerative 
Myelopathy, a disease that 
affects the spinal cord and is 
common in German shep- 
herds, in 2010. This led to an 
early retirement for Kimo, 
who was expected to live 
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2014 with just 52 percent of 
the vote. 

The two men split the 
three areas. Gordon won 
Bedford, while Girouard 
won the Wilmington pre- 
cinet. Girouard actually 
won the popular vote in Bur- 
lington, but did not win 
enough of the vote to top 
Gordon’s district lead.

School Committee approves Cuba trip

WILMINGTON — The Wil- 
mington School Committee 
voted last Wednesday to ap- 
prove a trip for Wilmington 
High School students to 
Cuba in February of 2018. 

The proposed Cuba trip is 
being spearheaded by facul- 
ty members Maura Tucker, 
Lisa Desberg, and Jennifer 
Fidler, all faculty at the High 
School, and would be run in 
partnership with Explorica. 

“Since 2000, Explorica helps 
teachers create education 
tours full of authentic, inter- 
active learning experiences,” 
the company’s website reads. 
“We special in connecting 
teachers and students to new 
cultures, languages and peo- 
ple on educational tours 
across the globe.” 

Explorica’s website cites a 
flawless safety record. 

“With decades of combined 
experience in travel, we know 
exactly what precautions to 
take_to keep students safe on 
tour,” the website reads. 

Fidler appeared before the 


committee at the meeting to 
make a case for the trip and 
answer their questions. Fidler 
stated that Bedfod, Somer- 
ville, Belmont Hill and Ham- 
ilton-Wenham have all re- 
cently run field trips to Cuba. 

The trip had been put be- 
fore the committee at their 
previous meeting, but the 
decision was deferred to last 
week to give the committee 
time to review the proposals 
and to let the trip’s propo- 
nents address any questions 
or concerns. 

The matter was decided 
with a 5-1 vote in favor of ap- 
proving the trip, with the lone 
negative vote coming from 
Mary Jane Byrnes. 

“My biggest concern is that 
at this point, there are still a 
lot of sanctions against Cu- 
ba,” said Byrnes. “My moth- 
er’s instinct superseded the 
excitement of how wonderful 
this would be.” 

Although Byrnes praised 
the opportunity for the trip, 
that excitement was overrid- 
den by her concerns about 
Cuba and the ever-changing 
international landscape. 

“It’s still evident to me that 


there are concerns,” Byrnes 
said. “I just have to say that 
I’m still a little reserved. I’m 
wary about doing this so 
soon. within the new reaches 
of friendship that are in their 
infancy stages.” 

Byrnes was not alone in ex- 
pressing her reservations. 
While Thomas Talbot ultim- 
ately voted in favor of the 
trip, he stated his concern 
about Explorica’s track rec- 
ord of refunding parent mon- 
ey in the event of cancelled 
trips. Talbot also admitted to 
feeling unsure about Ameri- 
can students travelling to a 
communist country with dif- 
ferent customs and rules. 

“T hope that we impart in 
our kids that this’ is a Com- 
munist country,” Talbot said. 
“Their laws are polar oppo- 
site to ours. What we take for 
granted here, there can put 
you in jail and mommy and 
daddy can’t bail you out. It’s 
a whole new world.” 

Assistant Superintendent 
Sean Gallagher explained to 
the committee that in his ex- 
perience with other districts, 
there have been cases of in- 
ternational trips cancelled or

Bonish, Bjork, Talbot, Mar- 
garet Kane, and Chairwoman 
Julie Broussard all voted in 
favor of the trip. Byrnes was 
the lone dissenting vote. 
Manny Mulas was not in 
attendance and did not vote. 

The total price for 20-24 stu- 
dents (with a 1:6 teacher stu- 


ter signed by Tucker, Des- 
berg and Fidler, the teachers 
expressed their hope to begin 
enrolling students as soon as 
possible and to spread the 
cost over the next 18 months.

DA Ryan: Educating 
seniors on opioid crisis 


TEWKSBURY — Middle- 
sex District Attorney Marian 
Ryan spoke to Tewksbury 
seniors recently as part of 
her county-wide initiative to 
raise awareness about the 
risks and impacts of the opi- 
oid-crisis for seniors. 

The presentation was part 
of ‘the District Attorney’s 
grandparent opioid program, 
which educates seniors in 
Middlesex County about how 
to manage their prescription 
medication, keep medication 
safe from theft, properly dis- 
pdse of unused or expired 
medication and identify 
signs of drug addiction in 
loved ones. Seniors were also 
given resources about pro- 
grams that provide support, 
guidance and coaching for 
individuals and family mem- 
bers dealing with addiction. 

District Attorney Ryan was 


joined by Tewksbury Chief of 
Police Timothy Sheehan; 
Marie Burke, District Court 
Drug Court Coordinator; Kai- 
lene M., Drug Court Grad- 
uate; and Patricia B., Kai- 
lene’s Grandmother. 

District Attorney Ryan, 
who previously chaired the 
Middlesex District Attor- 
ney’s Office’s Elder Protec- 
tion Unit, has developed this 
program recognizing that 
the impact of the opioid cri- 
sis on seniors is extensive. 

Approximately 34,000 grand- 
parents in Massachusetts are 
raising grandchildren. Ac- 
cording to a survey conduct- 
ed by the Commission on the 
Status of Grandparents Rai- 
sing Children, 80 percent of 
these cases are because of 
opioid use or the opioid-relat- 
ed death of a son or daughter. 

Additionally, seniors often 


have opioids at home, either 
from a prior surgery or as 
an active prescription for 
chronic pain. They can also 
be financially vulnerable 
and susceptible to pressure 
from family members who 
may approach them for 
money when they know they 
regularly receive checks. 
The grandparent program 
provides an essential under- 
standing of opioids, educat- 
ing seniors on the origin of 
the problem and focusing on 
issues including overpre- 


scribing and prescription 
drug use as a gateway to 
heroin. The presentation al- 
so helps seniors to identify 
signs of a substance use dis- 
order of which they may be 
otherwise unaware. 

Some signs seniors learned 
to watch for include missing 
items like spoons, aluminum 
foil, plastic sandwich bags 
and valuables like money 
and jewelry. Seniors also 
learned how to recognize 
physical, social and emo- 
tional manifestations of sub- 


stance use. 

At the conclusion of the 
presentation, District Attor- 
ney Ryan provided attending 
seniors with a “File of Life.” 
This personalized card can 
be used to maintain a list of 
an individual’s medications, 
the dosages, and frequency, 
and lists important informa- 
tion about medical data and 
emergency contacts. This 
card can be a helpful tool for 
first responders when admin- 
istering emergency care and 
also to help identify missing

the weather are still able to be 
chopped up and composted for 
the benefit of your garden or soil, 
but please don’t cook them. 

If your pumpkin is still intact, it 
can be cut open and the seeds 
pulled out for roasting, tossed 
with olive oil on a baking sheet 
at 350 degrees until golden. Once 
the seeds are removed, a pump- 
kin can be cut up and baked, 
softening the flesh which can 
then be mixed with butter, cinna- 
mon, brown sugar, ete. in a puree 
as a side dish, or used in baking. 

However, not all pumpkins are 
delicious in this form, with many 
just having a flat, watery flavor. 
If you are lucky enough to have 
a sugar or other pie pumpkin, be

‘History: 


7 peerage —-—= 


Wilmington once had a thriving meat industry

In the days before beef 
became a refrigerated prod- 
uct of the midwest, Wil- 
mington was a place which 
furnished quite a bit of beef 
for eastern Massachusetts. 

The cattle were not raised 
in Wilmington. They were 
raised elsewhere and slaugh- 
tered in Wilmington. Enter- 
prising merchants would 
load their carts with choice 
Cuifs.and head into the subur- 
ban Boston cities. 

It ¢may have started as 
early” as 1850, and most cer- 
y, was in full swing by 
ae *The last men to sell 
beef from wagons were wor- 
king in the 1920s, and one of 
them lived and worked until 
sometime after World War II. 

Perhaps the man who did 
the most to bring the butcher 
business to Wilmington was 
Horace Sheldon, (1826-1895) a 
son of Asa G. Sheldon. Every 
fuesday, he would take a 
frain to Boston and buy cattle 
at the Brighton abattoir, a 
stockyard and _ slaughter- 
house. Then, with the help of 
his*éollie, he would drive the 
cattle over the road to Wil- 
mington, selling some along 
the way. 

Asie passed each farm, the 

er would come out and 
purchase the cattle he want- 
ed. The trip from Brighton to 


Wilmington would take two 
days, and Sheldon would put 
up at a farmhouse. He would 
usually stay at the Ruel Car- 
ter place in North Woburn. 
The next morning, Sheldon 
would leave the Ruel Carter 
farm and drive his cattle into 
Wilmington, up Eames Street 
and Woburn Street to Perry’s 
Corner, where his first cus- 
tomer would probably be 
waiting. Martin Holt lived 
nearby on Lowell Street. 
Continuing up Woburn 
Street and past his own 
house, he would sell cattle to 
his brother H. Allen Sheldon, 
at his father’s old house, 
where the barn was rigged as 
a butcher shop. Near the end 
of Federal Street, behind the 
East School, Lawrence Swain 
lived in the old Gowing farm- 
house. He had quite a but- 
chering operation. Every 
morning, some 25 or 30 wag- 
ons would leave with meat to 
sell in Lynn. All were owned 
by independent traders who 
bought meat from Swain. 
Aldice Eames recalled that 
when he was attending the 
East School, he would climb 
the stone wall to get out of 
the way of the long-horned 
steers coming up the road. 
Nearby on Woburn Street, 
Sheldon would sell cattle to 
Henry Carter. Proceeding 
north, he would come to the 
farm of Charles Buck, north 


of Concord Street. Buck had 
a reputation for always sell- 
ing good meat, and frequent- 
ly would be out until 10 p.m., 
selling to customers in Wo- 
burn and East Woburn. 
Buck had an outdoor wind- 
lass, a wheel for hoisting cat- 


‘tle. Most slaughter barns had 


one, only indoors. A windlass 
would have a wooden axle, 
from six to 18 inches in diam- 
eter, with a large wheel on 
one end. Ropes wound around 
the axle would be used to 
hoist the cattle, with the 
wheel providing the leverage. 

His son, Albert Buck, sold 
meat to customers in Wil- 
mington. Housewives used to 
say there wasn’t a need for a 
newspaper in Wilmington — 
Albert could do just as well. 
He worked out of a yellow 
wagon, with yellow wheels, 
with a black stripe on each 
spoke, and a black hub. 
Every five years or so, he 
would take that wagon back 
to its maker, MacLane of 
North Reading. He was still 
selling meat in the 1930s. 
Albert Buck built a house 
north of his father’s, which 
was later the home of his 
son, Clayton Buck. 

By the time of the Civil 
War, William Gowing had a 
thriving beef business on 
Andover Street, with a butch- 
er shop in Lawrence. Beef 
would be loaded into heavy 


— 


two-horse wagons, of the 
type that the U.S. Army used 
in the Civil War, quite possi- 
bly government surplus. 

Gowing lived in the house 
that until recently was the 
home of Arthur Jensen. The 
slaughter barn was across 
the street, not far from the 
crossing of the Salem & 
Lowell Railroad. The Gowing 
barn was sketched by James 
Franklin Gilman in 1871. 

Gowing became partners 
with a man named Higgins, 
whose wife was connected 
with the Swift family. They 
began buying western beef 
from Chicago, cheaper than 
in Brighton. Gowing became 
an agent for Swift in Law- 
rence, but was drawn back to 
Wilmington by his love for the 
town and family connections. 

(Capt. Larz Neilson wrote 
that Gowing had become 
partners with a man named 
Armour, but that is incorrect. 
The information naming Hig- 
gins and Swift comes from an 
article written in the 1930s by 
Paul Emmons. ) 

One of the meat dealers buy- 
ing meat from Lawrence 
Swain was Warren Carter, 
who lived at the corner of 
Middlesex and Mystic ave- 
nues. He had been working as 
a laborer, working for a dollar 
a day, before buying a wagon. 
He went to see Brad Eames, 
who lived in what is now

known as the Richardson 
house. Eames apparently 
loaned him the money for a 
wagon, and Carter went into 
business, buying meat from 
Swain and selling it in Lynn. 
He made $112 on his first day. 
He never went back to work- 
ing as a laborer. 

Carter later opened a store 
by the tracks in North Wil- 
mington. That store is still 
in business. For the past 60 
years, it has been known as 
Elias. 

After the turn of the century, 
the cattle drives reversed. 
Asa G. Sheldon, grandson of 
the man who wrote “Wilming- 
ton Farmer,” would unload 
cattle at a rail yard between 
Main Street and the railroad 
tracks, just south of the 
Shawsheen Avenue bridge. He 
would then employ youths to 
drive the cattle to the Brigh- 
ton abattoir. Stanley Webber 


worked at this, along with 
Asa’s son, Wilbur Sheldon, 
who was later killed fighting a 
fire at Silver Lake. They 
would follow the herd, one boy 
on each side, with stones in 
their pockets. If a steer tried 
to turn out, they would throw 
stones at it. 

Steers were also driven from 
the Pettingill farm, at Perry’s 
Corner, to Brighton by 
Horace’s grandsons, Harrison 
and Myrton Sheldon and 
Johnny Stokes. They would be 
at the Pettingill farm at sun- 
up, and Mrs. Pettingill would 
cook them breakfast. Then 
they would load cattle into a 
low-slung wagon, and chain 
some others behind, and Set 
out for Brighton. It was 
Myrton’s job to walk behind 
the cattle and prod them 
along. He was doing much the 
same job as his grandfather, 
only in the opposite direction.

Some positives of this law 
passing would be less chil- 
dren stuck on waiting lists 
for charter schools and chil- 
dren in low performing 
school districts having more 
options. Some negatives 
could be sending money and 
students away from the pub- 
lic schools to the charter 
schools instead of working 
on improving the public 
schools. 

Both the Tewksbury School 
Committee and the Wil- 
mington School Committee 
have spoken out against 
Question 2, stating that one 
of the larger problems 
involved in charter school 
expansion would be the pub- 
lic school systems losing 
both money and students. 

Question 3 on the ballot 
regards the caging of ani- 
mals. 

According to the website of 
the Secretary of the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts 
William Galvin, voting “Yes” 
on Question 3 would “prohib- 
it any confinement of pigs, 
calves, and hens that pre- 
vents them from lying down, 
standing up, fully extending 
their limbs, or turning 
around freely.” A “No” vote 
means there would be no 
change to the current law. 

Proponents of Question 3 
argue the proposed law 
would protect animals from 
abuse. Citizens for Farm 
Animals, a campaign in 
Massachusetts working to 
end animal confinement, 
said animals should not be 
confined. The group also 
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- Voters to decide gaming license, 
an. animal confinement and marijuana 


said that voting “Yes” on 
Question 3 would improve 
the lives of farm animals 
throughout the state, accord- 
ing to its website. 

According to an Oct. 19 
article on WBUR’s website, 
the Boston news station 
argued that a “Yes” vote on 
this question would increase 
the price of eggs. The article 
added WBUR supports the 
measure’s initiative to pre- 
vent animal cruelty, but can- 
not endorse. Question 3. 

Question 4 regards legaliz- 
ing marijuana for recre- 
ational use. 

Voting “Yes” on Question 4 
would “allow persons 21 and 
older to possess, use, and 
transfer marijuana and 
products containing mari- 
juana concentrate (includ- 
ing edible products) and to 
cultivate marijuana, all in 
limited amounts, and would 
provide for the regulation 
and taxation of commercial 
sale of marijuana and mari- 
juana products,” according 
to Galvin’s website. 

A “No” vote would not 
change the current law in 
Massachusetts, where mari- 
juana may be purchased and 
used for medical purposes. 

Supporters of Question 4 
argue marijuana arrests bot- 
tleneck the legal system. 
They also said revenue from 
legalized marijuana would 
fund schools, law enforce- 
ment and drug treatment. 

Opponents of this measure 
argue it would cause the 
marijuana industry to ex- 
pand and exploit the health 
of Massachusetts communi- 
ties for profit. 

If voters accept Questions 3 
and 4, the measures will go 
into effect January 1, 2022 
and December 1, 2016, re- 
spectively.

only another year-and-a-half 
to two years with this condi- 
tion. 

Kimo lived another six- 
and-a-half years, and defied 
all expectations by often 
running with Palmer for 
most of that time. He said 
the last six months were 
hard on Kimo, and Palmer 
said making the decision to 
put him down was “awful.” 
Kimo turned 13 on Oct. 6, 
living well past the average 
age of 10 for German shep- 
herds. 

Ridic, a six-and-a-half- year 
old German shepherd, still 
lives with Palmer. 

He said although Ronin did 
not work out with the police 
department, Palmer had “a 
great bond” with Kimo and 
Ridic. To become a K-9 po- 


lice dog, dogs must pass nar- 
cotics and patrol training, 
the latter of which includes 
tracking and apprehending 
people. This training occurs 
through the Boston Police 
Academy, and it involves a 
14-week course in patrol and 
an additional 10 weeks in 
narcotics. Palmer said Ro- 
nin was strong in some 
areas, but lacking in others. 

An officer who wishes to 
become a K-9 handler must 
also complete training. Pal- 
mer trained at Fort Devens, 
where he was tested physi- 
cally, went through a 
lengthy interview process 
and attended SWAT school 
for a couple of weeks.

i three-sport captain

That's right, even as a 
freshman, Butters exception- 
al talent and leadership 
skills thrust her into the role 
of captain for the Wildcats 
for not just one, but three 
sports. 

Of course back in the mid 
1930’s, being a varsity ath- 
lete at Wilmington High was 
a lot different than it is now, 
particularly on the girls side, 
where the small enrollment 
of Wilmington High prevent- 
ed them from actually 
belonging to any league. 
Still, that did not stop 
Butters and her teammates 
from having tremendous 
success over a four-year 
stretch where they took on 
any and all teams that were 
willing to play them, without 
ever losing a game. 

Little Wilmington High 
School, with a student popu- 
lation of about 200, would 
regularly beat large schools 
like Concord, Malden, 
Melrose, Wakefield, 
Somerville and Medford and 
the North Shore League 
Champs -- Manchester-by- 
the-Sea. 

It was truly an amazing 
and historically significant 
career for Butters, but it is a

Seventeen years 
later, Bruno still 
hold scoring record 


By JAMIE POTE 
Sports Editor 
jamiepote@hotmail.com 
Before she reached 
Wilmington High School, 
Lindsay Bruno's name was 
linked to stardom after she 
helped the Under 14-1 youth 
travel soccer team to a state 

championship. 

Then when she made the 
varsity girls soccer team, 
she made a drastic impact 
the second she set foot on 
the field. She scored a hat 
trick in her first game and 
midway through her junior 
year, she broke the all-time 
scoring mark in program 
history. She finished her 
career with 47 goals and 13 
assists and she still holds the 
record for goals and points 
in a career. 

“She still has the scoring 
record and it's been what 17 
years almost? And _ she 
missed a great deal of her 
senior year. I'll never forget 
Lindsay playing in her first 
game as a freshman and 
scoring a hat trick. She was 
such a hard-nosed, tough, 
tough kid,” said girls’ soccer 
coach Sue Hendee. 

While Bruno is known for 
her scoring records, she also 
excelled in basketball and 
track-and-field. She earned 
11 varsity letters as she 
graduated from the high 
school in 2000 and now 16 
years, those efforts have 
landed her in the 
Wilmington High School 
Athletic Hall of Fame. 

“I'm honored to be induct- 
ed for my athletic achieve- 
ments back in high school,” 
she said. “It was a huge part 
of my life and also my par- 
ents' lives. They are very 
proud that I'm being recog- 
nized for my. hard work.” 

Bruno scored nine goals 
during her freshman season, 
but none bigger than the last 
one in the regular season. 
The Wildcats needed to win 
their final three games of 
the season to qualify for the 
state tournament, and they 
did by overcoming a 2-0 half- 
time deficit to beat 
Hamilton-Wenham, before 
topping Methuen. Then 
came Chelmsford and with 
the game tied at 1-1 with less 
than two minutes to go, 
Bruno scored giving 
Wilmington the win, and a 
spot in the state tournament. 

“We knew we had a chance 
to do it,” she said to this 
reporter minutes after that 
goal. “There was a lot of 
pressure on us but we took it 
one game at a time. Once we 
won the first game, we start- 
ed over with the second one 
and we did the same with 
this one. We wanted this one 


really bad. We knew we 
couldn't tie.” 

That was the thing about 
Bruno. While her foot skills 
with the ball were off the 
charts and she was fast, 
could finish her chances and 
was terrific in the air, all of 
the scoring she did never 
mattered to her. All she 
wanted to do was win. In 
mid-September of her junior 
season, she tied Erin 
McKenna and Renee 
Vachon's record of 25 goals 
in a career. 

“T don't care about person- 
al goals,” she said to this 
reporter after the accom- 
plishment in 1998. “I actually

Regardless of what season 
it was during Sean Murphy’s 
career at Wilmington High, 
two things always remained 
the same. One, Murphy 
would be competing in a 
sport for the Wildcats, and 
two, he would be dominating 
that sport. 

Murphy put up some 
incredible numbers at 
Wilmington High, starring in 
football, basketball and 
mostly baseball. The 2006 
graduate of Wilmington 
High earned a combined ten 
varsity letters between the 
three sports. He was a two- 
time Cape Ann League All- 
Star in both football and 
baseball and also served as a 
two-year captain in basket- 
ball, and was captain of the 
football and baseball teams 
during his senior year. 

It should come as no sur- 
prise then, that Murphy was 
selected for induction into 
the 2016 Wilmington High 
Athletic Hall of Fame. For 
Murphy, however, the honor 
still came as a bit of shock, 
and gave him a chance to 
reflect on the journey that 
brought him to the Hall of 
Fame. 

“T found out when I got a 


text from my mother. I was 
both surprised and excited,” 
Murphy said. “It also scared 
me a little that it’s been ten 
years since I graduated from 
high school. The induction is 
great reminder of the sacri- 
fice made by my family, 
coaches, and teammates. 
Playing three sports took up 
a lot of time and effort so 
there are a number of people 
to thank. 

“J'd like to thank my fami- 
ly, teammates, and coaches,” 
Murphy added. “And also 
the fans of Wildcat athletics. 
Some of my greatest memo- 
ries are playing in front of 
the biggest crowds.” 

Murphy had truly remark- 
able career on the gridiron 
for the Wildcats as a wide 
receiver. He helped the 
Wildcats finish with a com- 
bined record of 29-5, which 
included the 2004 season that 
saw the team finish 11-0 in 
the regular season -- the first 
undefeated mark since 1972 - 
- while the team also quali- 
fied for post-season for the 
first time since 1976.

Cabral-Pini’s talents were 
obvious as she was a four- 
year starter with the soccer, 
and a leader in almost every 
offensive category with the 
softball team, but it was 
more than just her talent 
that made her so special. 

More importantly, she was 
the spark plug that ignited 
the players around her. 
Although small in size, at 
just 570 tall, she played with 
a big heart and a determina- 
tion that is equal to the task 
at hand. She immediately 
became a favorite of all her 
high school coaches, regard- 
less of the season. 

In the fall, Cabral-Pini 
played soccer. As a four-year 
starter as the center-mid- 
fielder she played both sides 
of the ball. Offensively, she 
was an accurate passer and 
contributed in a big way to 
setting up the offensive scor- 
ers on the team. 
Defensively, she used her 
speed to get back into the 
defensive side of the field to 
disrupt the opposing team. 

“T call Lani a coach's play- 
er because a lot of time she 
didn't really stick out but 
she was always involved in 
either the pass before the 
assist, or winning the ball 
back and getting into play,” 
Wilmington High Girl 
Soccer coach Sue Hendee 
said. “I think she really 
came into her own during 
her senior year. How can 
you not love a kid who is five 
feet tall when she is wearing 
heels and be one of the best 
headers we have ever had 


here?” 
On the basketball court, 
Cabral-Pini’s speed and 


quickness on defense plus 
her ball handling and shoot- 


tastic players in the long his- 
tory of the Wildcat Football 
program and where Herra 
ranks among them really 
doesn’t matter in the grand 
scheme of things. After all 
on Saturday night he'll be 
enshrined as one of the best 
athletes to ever wear any 
kind of uniform in school 
sports history. 

Herra played four years of 
football and three years of 
basketball before graduating 
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ing skills on offense, made 
her outstanding point guard, 
and captain. 

Her junior year may have 
been the ultimate statement 
on what type athlete she 
was, The team started with 
a 1-5 record, and Cabral-Pini 
was playing with a broken 
bone in her hand. After her 
hand was set in a cast by the 
family doctor she returned 
to lead her team to six 
straight wins, and ultimate- 
ly the team’s first state tour- 
nament bid in four years, 
earning team MVP honors 
as well as being a Lowell 
Sun Honorable Mention. 

“She was a very hard work- 
er, a leader on the floor, the 
quintessential team player 
that has a passion for win- 
ning,” said then coach Al 
Duffett during her playing 
days. “She is a throwback 
player who listens, is very 
coachable, and in my twenty 
years coaching-would be in 
my Hall of Fame for cap- 
tains.” 

It may have been in soft- 
ball, however, where Cabral- 
Pini made her greatest con- 
tributions. She was a jack- 
of-all trades for the 
Wildcats. Freshman year 
she was a pinch-runner and 
pinch-hitter. Sophomore 
year she became the right 
fielder and worked on her 
skills as a drag bunter and 
slap hitter. 

Junior year she started as 
a second baseman but early 
in the season was moved to 
shortstop. Senior year as a 
team captain, she continued 
as the team’s shortstop. She 
had a breakout year offen- 
sively leading the team in 
hitting with a .407 batting 
average and a .600 on base 
percentage, which included 
a streak of 22 hits in 19 
games.

Herra was asked how he 
found out about the induc- 
tion and his overall feeling 
about being among the very 
best.

For Cabral-Pini, despite all 
of her individual success, it 
was her team’s accomplish- 
ments that stood out to her 
most. 

“While there are so many 
memories I could mention, 
some of my favorites are 
being a part of so many suc- 
cessful teams,” Cabral-Pini 
said. “And of course lifelong 
friendships that I have with 
several of my former team-

As much as she enjoyed 
being part of so many win- 
ning teams, however, 
Cabral-Pini learned as much 
from her team’s losses as 
she did from their wins. 

“Some of the other things I 
remember most were the 18 
inning game state tourna- 
ment softball game (against 
Triton) and ten rounds of 
penalty kicks in the state 
tournament for soccer,” 
Cabral-Pini said. “These 
may seem odd because both 
of these were losses, but it 
taught me a lot about setting 
high goals and pushing 
myself to work harder to 
achieve them. Both losses 
made me a stronger mental 
and physical athlete.” 

Cabral-Pini has never had 
any problem pushing herself 
to be her best, as evidenced 
by her 3.9 GPA in high

Football with 47. He also 
played all 45 games on both 
sides of the ball during his 
four years. 

“Clearly the most special 
player we've had here," said 
former WHS Football Coach 
Bob Almeida after Herra's 
senior season in 2005. "He 
does everything well. I know 
I say this over and over but 
the thing about Joe is just 
how tough he is. You have to 
be so tough to start all 45 
consecutive games of your 
high school football career." 

Herra finished his four 
years with incredible num- 
bers as quarterback includ- 
ing completing 214-of-437 
passes for 3,773 yards with 
the 47 TD passes and just 19 
interceptions. In addition he 
rushed the ball 313 times for 
1,416 yards and scored an 
additional 29 touchdowns. 
He threw/rushed for 76 
touchdowns in four years. 

He also never lost a fumble 
during his four years as QB. 

Defensively, mostly as a 
free safety, he had 14 inter- 
ceptions during his senior 
year playing in just 11

"You know I'd bet that 
number is correct," said for- 
mer basketball coach Jim 
McCune at the time. "I 
watched a lot of the football 
games and Joe was always 
in every play. He was always 
being banged around in foot- 
ball. I think it's pretty 
remarkable what he's 
accomplished here consider- 
ing how healthy he has been. 
The kid's toughness and 
ability to hang around is 
pretty impressive." 

Herra, a senior captain in 
both sports, led the Wildcat 


Football team to three 
straight wins over 
Tewksbury on 
Thanksgiving, but more 


importantly, during his jun- 
ior year of 2004, he led the 
team to its first playoff 
appearance since 1976 and 
first undefeated season 
since 1972. 

Shortly after his football 
season had ended in 2005, 
Herra was named the Town 
Crier Male Athlete of the 
Year for the second time. He 
was asked during the inter- 
view if someday he'll look 
back for the numbers and 
awards and maybe realize 
that what he's done here 
doesn't happen all that 
often.

“Day game, as well as being 
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selected to the Lowell Sun 
and Boston Globe Class ‘C’ 
All Scholastic Teams in 1962. 

After high school, Gillis 
continued his athletic career 
at Springfield College where 
he played both football and 
baseball. Having been 
named to the E.C.A.C. 
Weekly All-East All-Star 
football team in 1966 and All 
New England Middle Guard. 
The next season he was 
voted outstanding defensive 
player and selected Team 
MVP. 

Three years later he came 
to WHS to begin his coach- 
ing career in football, base- 
ball and wrestling. As a foot- 
ball coach, Gillis served as 
line coach and defensive 
coordinator on the undefeat- 
ed MVC Championship 
Team in 1970. 

As head baseball coach he 
developed the Wildcats into 
a powerhouse winning the 
Merrimack Valley 
Conference and Eastern 
Massachusetts State 
Championships in 1977. He 
was named Lowell Sun 
Coach of the Year in 1977 as 
well. In addition, Gillis initi- 
ated the wrestling program 
in 1970 and it immediately 
became a “force” with sever- 
al wrestlers placing in 
District and State tourna- 
ments. 

Besides his involvement at 
the high school level, Gillis 
also helped start and coach 
the first Wilmington Pop 
Warner team in 1963. Much 
later on, he also was 
involved in Wilmington 
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Little League and Rec. 
Basketball and other youth 
sporting leagues. 

“My involvement in little 
league, Wildcat Softball, Pop 
Warner, Rec Basketball and 
youth field hockey was not 
only rewarding, but in many 
cases allowed me to work 
with my children, Brian, 
Stacey and Julie.” 

Both Stacey and Julie have 
been inducted into the Hall 
of Fame as athletes. All 
three of Jim's kids played at 
WHS during his tenure as 
Athletic Director which 
began in 1979 and lasted to 
2004 when he retired. 

During his time as AD, he 
was responsible for the initi- 
ation of many tournaments 
including the annual 
Knights of | Columbus 
Christmas Basketball tour- 
nament and the Sons of Italy 
Wrestling tournament and 
the Dick Scanlon Memorial 
Day Baseball Tourney. 

Gillis also was able to 
introduce several new sports 
to the students at WHS 
including girls hockey, gym- 
nastics, indoor girls track, 
among others. 

Gillis also served as 
Chairman of the Wilmington 
Arena Authority, to help 
bring a new ice hockey rink 
to the town, at no cost to the 
taxpayers and to provide a 
local rink for our student 
athletes to practice and play 
in. When finances became 
tight and the budget was 
decimated with the help of 
the community: and local 
organizations he was able to 


raise $205,000.00 over a 
three-year period to keep the 
athletes playing. 

Outside of WHS, Gillis also 
served as the MIAA State 
North Baseball tournament 
director for 30 years as well 
as many years with the soft- 
ball and ice hockey commit- 
tees. 

In 1992-'93, he was named 
the District 'A' Athletic 
Director of the Year. 

His days at WHS started in 
1957 and now nearly 60 
years, his legacy has contin- 
ued. 

“T played for some of our 
Hall of Fame Coaches on 
teams with many WHS Hall 
of Famers,” he said. “I 
worked and Coached with 
Hall of Fame Coaches and I 
was blessed with the oppor- 
tunity to Coach many .out- 
standing athletes, some of 
which have been inducted 
into our Hall of Fame. Some 
of those athletes went on to 
become very successful Hall 
of Fame Coaches them- 
selves winning back-to-back 
state championships in soft- 
ball and ice hockey.” 

Gillis said there's so many 
people he wants to thank 
and to mention them all 
would be impossible. 

“tT would like to thank 
everyone who supports and 
has supported WHS 
Athletics,” he said. “I grew 
up in the Federal Gardens - 
Federal Street where my 
family including my mother, 
father, brothers, uncles, 
aunts, grandparents and 
cousins all supported each 


other. The values that were 
instilled in us were commit- 
ment, dedication and sacri- 
fice. All of these values are 
encouraged and supported 
on successful athletic teams. 

“T have to also specially 
thank Aldo Caira Sr., a for- 
mer selectman/School 
Committee member who 
was the driving force to 
establish the WHS Hall of 
Fame. He was our first bene- 
factor who also led the drive 
to build our present baseball 
field.”

“I've been with Steve in 
various roles since 1986,” 
said Bruce. “Two sports, 
three schools and lots of 
memories. Through the 
years Steve has always put 
the program first. He has 
certain values that have not 
changed and I don't imagine 
they ever will. 

“What is really important 
to know is that he has adapt- 
ed to the current players 
without compromising his 
values. Steve is the most fair 
coach I've been around. He 
never allows personal feel- 
ings to dictate which players 
play.” 

Seanlon has coached soc- 
cer at Methuen, Westford 
Academy and Wilmington, 
and as of last week has a 
career mark of 314-123-81. At 
Westford Academy, he cap- 
tured a state championship, 
four sectional championship 
titles and eight Dual County 
League Championships. 

Since taking over in 2000 at 
Wilmington, he has com- 
piled a record of 186-82-52, 


helping the Wildcats finish 
with an overall record of 20- 
4. He then became a starter 
for his junior and senior sea- 
sons helping Wilmington fin- 
ish with respective records 
of 16-6 and 18-4. 

As great as he was in foot- 
ball and basketball, Murphy 
was at his best on the base- 
ball diamond. Murphy wast- 
ed little time in making his 
presence felt with the base- 
ball team when as a sopho- 
more, in his first at bat in a 
varsity uniform, he belted a 
370-foot home run over the 
Scanlon Field Fence and fol- 
lowed that up two at-bats 
later with another home run 
giving him two round-trip- 
pers in his first varsity 
game, while helping 
Wilmington defeat Triton.

In his career, Scanlon has 
a record of 635-295-140 for a 


.659 winning percentage 
coming in 1,070 games. He 
has the three state titles, 7 
sectional titles and 19 league 
championships, coming in 
five different leagues the 
Merrimack Valley 
Conference, the Dual County 
League, the Mid-Wachusett 


League, the Cape Ann 
League and the Middlesex 
League. 


He has been named the 
Town Crier Coach of the 
Year six times, the Town 
Crier Coach of the Decade 
once, while being named a 
Lowell Sun Coach of the 
Year numerous times, as 
well as a Boston Globe 
Coach of the Year. 

“I've been blessed to have 
had so many good coaches 
from when I played in high 
school and especially in col- 
lege,” Scanlon said. “Plus I 
had the best one of all-time, 
living with my Dad. He was 
just the constant sound- 
board and he taught me 
more about intangibles and 
more about coaching per- 
sonalities, rather than X's 
and O's. I really would have 
liked for him to be here on 
Saturday to see this. 

“Honestly, with the people 
who are already in (includ- 
ing my father), I don't think 
I'm in some of these peo- 
ple's clubs. But I guess I'll 
take it and consider myself 
very lucky.” 

Steve followed his father as 
not only the boys' soccer 
coach here at WHS, but also 
in the 300-win club. Dick won 
his 300th game in his final 
season coaching the WHS 
Baseball team, while he also 
led the '97 soccer team to 
the Division 3 _ State 
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struggled to win during his 
sophomore and junior sea- 
sons, he helped guide the 
Wildcats to their first state 
tournament appearance and 
win in six years as a Senior. 
In the 6-4 win over Boston 
Latin, the senior captain 
contributed with three RBI 
including a key two-run dou- 
ble. 

That senior season, he fin- 
ished the regular season bat- 
ting .385, including two 
home runs, 15 RBI, while 
scoring 16 runs’ which 
earned him a spot on the 
Cape Ann League All- 
Conference team. 

Wilmington Baseball coach 
Aldo Cairo certainly enjoyed 
having Murphy in his line-up 
for three straight seasons, 
even if opposing coaches 
didn’t enjoy facing the 
Wildcats star. 

“Sean was definitely one of 


those athletes that his team- 
mates looked up to. He was 
the quintessential athlete 
when it comes to baseball,” 
Caira said. “He was the guy 
who started the motor that 
ran the teams he played. 
The guys would know when 
he came to the plate he was 
always had great at bats and 
was feared by our oppo- 
nents.” 

Murphy’s at bats were so 
great in fact, that opposing 
coaches didn’t always want 
to believe he could be as 
good as he was. 

“T do recall one game 
against Masco when Sean 
was having a perfect day at 
the plate,” Caira said. “After 
the game the Masco coach 
came up to me and said to 
tell Murphy to stop looking 
at my catcher’s signs when 
he's up at the plate. I argued 
back that Sean was too good 


Championship game, as well 
as two other teams to the 
state semi-final game. He 
also coached the baseball 
team to the state semi-final 
game in 1998. 

For Dick, taking the '97 
soccer team to the state 
final and the '98 baseball 
team to the EMass Final in 
the same school year was 
something he always 
remembered. A year later 
in '99, Steve led the ice hock- 
ey team to the sectional 
final, losing to Saugus. 
After losing in the state final 
in 2007 (while the program 
also lost in 1984), the 
Wildcats captured the 
school's first ever ice hockey 
championship in 2012. 

“I coached a ton of great 
players and I also had a lot 
of great assistant coaches 
over the years,” he said. “To 
win games, you need great 
players and we have had a 
lot of them over the years. It 
was always a dream to win a 
state championship here in 
Wilmington, and the very 
first one was truly special 
because everyone who ever 
played hockey here at 
Wilmington could all take a 
piece of that title. I was 
shocked when we won it the 
first time. It was really 
something. I just have so 
many great memories over 
the years.” 

Wilmington defeated 
Franklin 3-2 in 2012 to cap- 
ture the program's first ever 
state championship and 
then beat the same team, 4- 
0 in 2013. In 2014, when 
Wilmington was moved to 
Division 1, the Wildcats lost 
an epic, ll-round shoot-out 
victory against Reading in 


to do that. 

“What he did do was 
always look down as he got 
into the batter’s box to make 
sure his feet and legs were 
in the right position to hit.

Ed Harrison has created a 
legacy of excellence during 
his 38-year commitment to 
the town of Wilmington, 
Wilmington High School, and 
the Wilmington Athletic pro- 
gram. Ed emanates the core 
of integrity, leadership, work 
ethic, and Wilmington 
Wildcat pride. 

A longtime resident of 
Wilmington, Harrison gradu- 
ated from Wilmington High 
School in 1969. As an athlete 
at Wilmington High, 
Harrison played football and 
baseball. He then pursued a 
degree at UMass-Amherst, 
graduating with a B.S. in 
Health, Physical Education, 
and Biology in 1973. 

In 1974, Harrison was hired 
by Larry Cushing to teach 
Physical Education at WHS. 
He later went on to teach 
both health and biology at 
Wilmington High. 
Throughout the years, he 
continued to follow his pas- 
sion for athletics by also 
coaching at WHS. 

Harrison was the Freshman 
and JV baseball coach for 11 
years, the Varsity softball 
coach for two years, and the 
JV and Head Football Coach 
for 19 years. He was awarded 
the Lowell Sun Coach of the 
Year in 1989, and also had the 
honor of coaching in the 1990 
Shriners Football game. 

In 2003, Harrison was 
appointed as Wilmington 
High School’s fourth Athletic 
Director. He was responsible 
for 25 Varsity sports with 50 
levels of competition and 
over 50 coaches. 

During his tenure as 
Athletic Director, Harrison 
made some _ instrumental 
additions to the Athletics pro- 
gram by adding both 
Freshman boys and girls’ 
soccer teams, along with 
Varsity and JV boys and 
girls’ lacrosse teams. He was 
also the leading force in 
securing Wilmington’s mem- 
bership in the Middlesex 
League, a conference best 
suited for Wilmington’s stu- 
dent athletes and families. 

Speaking of student athletes 
and their families, Harrison 
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introduced a new series of 
meetings as a means to con- 
nect coaches, parents, and 
student athletes. These meet- 
ings offer a collaborative 
forum for open communica- 
tion regarding supportive 
efforts, information, and 
guidelines to achieve a suc- 
cessful season together. They 
take place three times each 
school year at the beginning 
of each sport’s season. 

More recently, Harrison 
was influential in establish- 
ing an environment for the 
student athlete to discuss 
current life issues with the 
leadership of qualified guest 
speakers. 

Harrison has been a board 
member of the Hall of Fame 
since 2003. He also served on 
the MIAA softball committee 
for eight years. As a member 
of the Wilmington Business 
Partnership for the last 14 
years, he has been involved 
in fundraising for school ini- 
tiatives and scholarships. 

In 2009, Harrison estab- 
lished the Wildcat Summer 
Clinics to raise funds for the 
Athletics Department. Over a 
six-week period in 2016, the 
Athletics Department suc- 
cessfully managed 11 sports 
camps, which were attended 
by 470 students, ages 6-14. 

Harrison was named MSSA- 
DA Athletic Director of the 
Year for District B in 2013 
and he was also the District 
B recipient of the MSSADA 
President’s Award of Merit in 
2015. 

“Kd Harrison has demon- 
strated a commitment to stu- 
dent athletes, emphasizing 
teamwork, loyalty, and excel- 
lence in our program, and 
has been an inspired leader.

In track-and-field, Arnold 
set the school record in the 
880-yard run with a time of 
2:03. That record stood for 
ten years. He also went on to 
place third at the Class C 
Divisional Meet and then 
participated in the All-State 
Meet during his senior sea- 
son. 

“T want to thank my par- 
ents Grace and Roy for moy- 
ing us to Wilmington when I 
was ten years old, along with 
my brother Bruce and sister 
Lyn,” said Keith. “It provid- 
ed a healthy environment to 
grow up in. By the time I 
was a junior in high school, I 
had six brothers and sisters. 
I again thank our parents for 
supporting our endeavors. 
We were never asked to get a 
job during the summer 
months as long as we were 
participating in a sport. 

“T'll also always remember 
the town of Wilmington's 
support for athletics,” he 
continued.

He then 
went on to become the head 
boys basketball coach at 
Beverly, compiling a three- 
year record of 56-18 from 
1979-'81, which included 
reaching the Division 1 
North semi-finals, losing to 
Cambridge Rindge and 
Latin, who was led by a guy 
named Patrick Ewing.

Coach of the Year. 

After a year as an assistant 
coach at Salem State College 
and then ten years back in 
the Marines, Arnold got 
back into coaching in 1989 at 
Nauset High School serving 
as an assistant coach in foot- 
ball, basketball, girls soccer 
and track-and-field. He then 
went to Dennis-Yarmouth for 
four seasons, leading the 
Boys Basketball team to a 
league championship. 

He went back to Nauset 
and from 2005-'12, he served 
as the school's athletic 
director, as well as coaching 
both the boys and girls bas- 
ketball programs to league 
titles. On the boys side, he 
led the program to four 
league championship titles, 
five tournament appear- 
ances, a record of 55-15, 
which included reaching the 
Division 2 South Sectional 
Finals and being named the 
Mass Basketball Coaches 
Association's Division 2 
Coach of the Year in 2007.

Defensive Player Award win- 
ner, as well as being named 
a CAL All-Star. 

In addition, she competed 
three years for the spring 
track program, making it 11 
varsity letters when she 
graduated. She was a sprint- 
er, excelling in the 100, 200 
and 4x100 relay team. She 
qualified for the state meet 
in all three events through- 
out her career. 

After the completion of her 
senior track season, she was 
named the Harold “Ding 
Driscoll” award winner as 
the senior female athlete 
most dedicated to WHS 
sports. 

She said all of the awards 
during high school and get- 
ting into the Hall of Fame on 
Saturday, is all because of 
her teammates. 

“I'd like to thank my team- 
mates,” she said. “They 
made being part of a team 
so fun. I've always enjoyed 
being part of something big- 
ger. Teammates/athletes 
will typically put the needs 
of the team ahead of their 
own. I still enjoy being part 
of a team today. 

“Working together for a 
common goal is a life skill 
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that has helped me in my 
career.

Bruno continued her soc- 
cer success playing at 
Merrimack College. She still 
holds the program's record 
of scoring four goals in one 
game. She was a four-year 
starter, served as a captain 
during her senior season 
and led the Warriors to a No. 
2 ranking in the country for 
Division 2 schools. She 
ended up with 97 career 
points, was a _ four-time 
Northeast-10 Conference 
player, a two-time All-Region 
player, a two-time All-New 
England player and Team 
MVP her senior season. 

She graduated from 
Merrimack College in the 
Spring of 2004 with a 
Bachelor of Arts Degree and 
earned a Master’s Degree in 
Education in 2006. She con- 
tinued to pursue her passion 
for the game of soccer as a 
coach upon graduation, and 
joined her alma-mater 
Warriors as an assistant 
coach in 2004. She went on to 
hold several head coaching 
responsibilities before land- 
ing as an assistant coach at 
Roger Williams University 
in 2009, a position that she 
continues to enjoy today.

WILMINGTON - It has 
been a long and difficult sea- 
son in many ways for the 
Wilmington High Football 
team. The Wildcats have 
been beset by several 
injuries to key players, and 
have struggled to compete in 
many of their games against 
very tough competition in 
the Middlesex League, wrap- 
ping up their regular season 
with a 1-6 record.

Four members, four years, four titles and one loss 
Soccer program 63-1-8 last four regular seasons 


By JAMIE POTE 
Sports Editor 
jamiepote@hotmail.com 
WILMINGTON - All they 
have done is won. What they 
have accomplished before 
and especially now in high 
school is mind-blowing and 
certainly something that 
hasn't been done at the 
school in over 15 years and 
in female sports history over 

several decades. 

On Monday afternoon, the 
Wilmington High School 
girls' soccer team..made. it 
three straight regular sea- 
sons without a loss with a 3- 
0 win over Burlington. That 
win gave the Wildcats a 16-0- 
2 record this year, which 
comes after finishing last 
year's regular season at 17- 
0-1 and the 2014 season at 14- 
0-4. The year before that, the 
team finished 16-1-1, giving 
the program a combined 
record of 63-1-8 and an over- 
all four-year record, includ- 
ing playoffs, of 68-4-8. 

From 2000 to 2002, the WHS 
Golf team had three straight 
unbeaten seasons, all 16-0-1 
records for a combined 
mark of 48-0-3. The WHS 
Field Hockey team had sev- 
eral terrific runs like that, 
including finishing 14-3-1, 13- 
1-2 and 14-0-2 from 1986 to 
1988, while also winning four 
straight Merrimack Valley 
Conference titles from 1974 
to 1977, but those team 
records were not available. 

The WHS Girls Soccer 
team has now won six 
straight Middlesex League 
titles which is believed to be 
a record for female sports. 
Finishing 63-1-8 in four years 
in absolutely phenomenal. 

“It's unprecedented. It's 
crazy especially given the 
quality of people who gradu- 
ated from last year's team,” 
said head coach Sue Hendee, 
who is one win shy of No. 275 
in her tremendous career. “I 
think (the accomplishment) 
says a lot about this group 
(of seniors) because like I 
said we lost a good chunk of 
really good players from last 
year and they've stepped up 
and have all done a really, 
really nice job. I know the 
kids on the team this year 
are really happy, they all get 
along really well and they 
have just provided such 
great leadership.” 

Among the nine seniors on 
this year's team, four of 
them have been on the team 
since freshman year - that 
was the season the Wildcats 
lost in the Division 2 
Eastern Mass (state cham- 
pionship) game to Notre 
Dame of Hingham in penal- 
ty kicks. 

“I was standing on the 
sidelines watching 


(Wilmington) play and I 
remember saying to myself 
‘that's going to be us when 


we're seniors’. We just have 
played together for so long 
and so I really (hope) that's 
going to be us,” said Nadia 
Barletta. “Playing with 
those seniors that year was 
such an unbelievable experi- 
ence. We all got along and it 
was such an amazing team.” 

The core group of seniors 
have been playing together 
since they can remember. 
The group was a part of a 
Wilmington Youth Travel 
Soccer team that won the 
state ..championship as 
eighth graders. That same 
year, the high school team 
had won its second straight 
Middlesex League title. 

“It's great coming into 
high school knowing how 
great of a team we could be 
and to go through four years 
of almost being undefeated 
(in the regular season) with 
all of the different team- 
mates we had I think is just 
awesome,” said Kayla 
McCauley. 

Not only is the team's 63-1- 
8 record unfathomable, but 
the fact that so many great 
players have been lost over 
the years - whether it's been 
Holly Niemiec (Ithaca), 
Lauren McKenna (Maine 
Maritime), Cassie Grasso 
(Curry), Kaitlyn Curley, 
Devyn Malatesta and Casey 
McFall (Salem State), 
Christina Spinos and 
Ashleigh Howland 
(Worcester State), Adrianna 
Kippenberger (Plymouth 
State), Kellie Souza 
(Bridgewater) or those who 
didn't play in college, there's 
been a long line of outstand- 
ing players who have shuf- 
fled in and out over the last 
six years. 

“We just have proved a lot 
of people wrong because 
every year when the seniors 
have left, there's always 
been doubt that we weren't 
going to be as good and I 
feel that we definitely have 
progressed over the years 
and gotten better, said 
Stephanie Figueiredo. 
“RKreshman year we definite- 
ly had a dream team and we 
were unreal but even now 
we're still the same team 
especially because all of us 
seniors have been playing 
together for so long, since 
kindergarten and it's just 
been the biggest bond that 
we have shared. 

“When you know how peo- 
ple play, it just makes it that 
much easier and that much 
more fun. When you play 
with new people it takes a 
while but we never had that 
issue as all of us have bond- 
ed together right away.” 

That bond is what Julianna 
Tocco says is the sole reason 
for the four league titles and 
three straight unbeaten reg- 
ular seasons.

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Spartans overtake Rams in first round of playoffs

BILLERICA - If you 
looked simply at the seed- 
ing of the two teams, then 
the Shawsheen Tech 
Football team _ should 
have been the favorites 
heading into the last 
Saturday night's matchup 
with Stoneham in the 
quarterfinal round of the 
Division 3A playoffs. 

But unfortunately for 
the No. 2 Rams, seeding 
hardly mattered against 
the No. 7 Spartans, who 
had battled all season 
through a brutal 
Middlesex League sched- 
ule and used that experi- 
ence to overpower the 
Rams by a score of 31-7 in 
a game played at the new 
Cassidy Field at the 
Charles H. Lyons Athletic 
Complex. 

Stoneham is traditional- 
ly one of the smallest 
schools in the Middlesex 
League, but against the 
lower division Rams, the 
Spartans were able to use 
their size and strength to 
their advantage, as they 
controlled the line of 
scrimmage on both sides 
of the ball from start to 
finish, using a powerful 
running game _ that 
rushed for over 250 yards 
on the night. 

Stoneham sophomore 
running back was respon- 
sible for 135 of those 
yards, along with three 
touchdowns, with all 
three of his scores and all 
but five of his yards com- 
ing in first half when 
Stoneham jumped out to 
a 22-0 lead. 

Shawsheen (6-2) will 
now move into the non-

who upset No. 3 Greater 
Lawrence earlier in the 


day. 
After taking their 22-0 
lead into the half, 


Stoneham extended their 
lead to 31-0 in the fourth 
quarter before 
Shawsheen got their only 
score of the game on a 
one yard run by junior 
quarterback Cody 
Sughrue of Tewksbury 
with 3:18 left in the game. 

Shawsheen coach Al 
Costabile knew going into 
Saturday night's game 
that his team would have 
to be at their best if they 
were going to hold off the 
powerful Spartans, but a 
masterful game plan by 
former Wilmington High 
coach Bob Almeida took 
full advantage of the 
Spartans superior size, as 
Stoneham ran a double 
wing offense and simply 
overpowered the 
Shawsheen defense at the 
line of scrimmage. 

"They were a very good 
team, and they came out 
and ran that snow plow 
double wing offense and 
they executed it very 
well," Shawsheen coach 
Al Costabile said. "When 
a team is bigger and 
stronger than you it is 
very tough to stop. It is 
not the offense they nor- 
mally -run in_ the 
Middlesex League, 
because it would be very 
difficult against those 
teams,but if you are big- 
ger and stronger it is a 
great offense."
